smaller price obtained for her, in com-. 
pariaon with the price paid for tho Leonore, 
A native Japanese paper states that 
a coalmine has been discovered on 
Buteu-ji Yama, Hiroshima Ken, by a 
shizokw of that perfeoture, Mr Yoshida, 
who has made application to Government 
Butsu-ji Yama 
Is only 3 ri distant from Mihara, Bingo, 
the seat of the proposed navy yard. 

A gratification of 2,500 yen has been 
proaented to the workmen engaged on the 
Kioto-Otsu railway extension, by the Gov- 
ernment. 


NEWS NOTES FROM HONOLULU. 

The C. M.S. N. Coy's steamer Hochung. 
arrived vn the 14th at Honolula, landing 
there Mr Fan Yau Ki, accredited ‘by the 
Chinese Empire to the government of these 
Islands with full powers to negotiate a 
treaty of amity and commerce with the 
Hawaiian Kingdom, The presence of an 
Ambassador from the Chinese government 
and an Agent of the Navigation Company 
in the person of Senor Celso Cassar Moreno, 
plainly indicates, says the Hawatian Gazette, 
that the Chinese government means busi- 
ness with this Kingdom. ‘In our humble 
opinion we think that it is high time that 
action should be taken by both Govern- 
ments looking to more complete com- 
mercial arrangements ‘between the -two 
countries. The large Chinese population 
on these Islands warrants the Chinese 
authorities in looking after the interests 
and well-being of the Chinese here, and we 
are pleased’ to know that a better under- 
standing is about to be had between the 
two countries.” . 

On the 17th, which was observed as a 
holiday in Honolulu, -it being the -an- 
niversary of His Majesty, King Kalakaua’s 
birthday, the shipping in the harbor was 
profusely decorated with bunting in honor 
of the occasion,, prominent among which 
was the Chinese steamer Hochung. . 

The China Merchant’s Steam Naviga- 
tion Company’s steamer Hochung, Captain 
Peterson, arrived in this port on Thursday 
morning, the 14th Nov., 26 days from 
Whampoa, with 461 Chinese passengers, 13 
of whom are females. The Hochung also

brought as a passenger Mr C. 0. Moreno, 
who is-the agent for the company in 
Hawaii, and who is also authorized to enter 
into negotiations with the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment relative to the future movements 
of the Chinese. immigrating to these 
Islands. From, this, says the Gazette, it 
would seem that a new. field of operations 
is about,to be opened up on the part of the 
Chinese. government through the Naviga- 
tion Company, who contemplate running a 
line of steamers between China and Callao, 
touching at and taking in the direct trade 
with these Islands, and thus make the line 
8 profitable one. In such an arrangement 
we can easily conceive how beneficial direct 
communication would be with China for 
this Kingdom, and we hope that whatever 
negotiations may take place will be carried 
on and consummated with that sole object 
in view.

The accounts .wo receive from North 
China assure’ us- that for the present 
certalnly, and probably. for a long time to 
come at any rate, peace between China and 
Japan will remain unbroken. We are 
sorry toasy that, in our informant’s opin- 
ion, there Is in Chita no diminution of ill 
feeling toward Japan, so that if China, 
which is very willing to wound but afraid 
to. atrike, should come to think herself 
strong enough to attack Japan with any 
chance of success hostilities might quickly 
come about if the preaont mood of enmity 
should last long enough. Conalderable 
orders have-been sent to Europe for- dell- 
very to China in April and May next, 
These orders comprise gun vessela and 
torpedo boata, torpedo apparatus, cannon, 
email ‘arms, ammunition, and machinery, 


A very general Improvement has taken 
place in the whole [nternal trade of the 
Chinese empire, and-if the winter passes 
over peacefully a great further revival of 
internal commerce is expected for the next 
eummer and autumn, s0 much so that it is 
hoped the first steps of improvement of 
waterways, roads, and intercommunications 
will. commend themnelves to the high 
authorities as good not only for strategy 
but for commerce and revenue. 


Some new trades have started up, A 
great business is now being done with 
Mongolia, which country a few years ago 
yielded only'a few skins and some iusigni- 
ficint articles in return for the imported 
manufactures wanted. Now the balance is 
{n favour of the Mongols, who sel] great 
quantities of hides and skins, wool, camels 
hair, feathers, and carpets, considerably in 
excess of the imported gooda, so that sycee 
is flowing at a good rate into the pockets 
of ‘the desert. But then there are n» 
officiel ringa to stifle the trade, and the 
official transport company has had to 
change its ways, and exists now under 
different conditions to thse of its first 
{ntestion, so that no grest fault can be 
found now. with the China Merchant 
Steamer Oompany.

The Ketsar-i-Hind is thus spoken of by 
the Bombay Gasette. We have been over 
the ship two or three times, and our con- 


temporay’s remarks seem to ua very fair 
and just :— - 


' 80 much has been said In praise of the 
Kaisar by writers who bave only seen her 
in harbour that it is right to mention the 
less favourable opinion apparently enter- 
tained of her by passengers of experience 
who have made a voyage in her. This lasv 
voyage has put her capabilities to the proof, 
all her resources having been taxed to the 
uttermost. She has brought to Bumbay 
166 first clasa passengers, besides many 
second-class and’ deck passenyers, and a 
very large cargo, including many pac«ages 
of winter clothing for the Afghan troops, 
which she took off the Australia at. Ply- 
mouth, and which can now hardly bo in 
time to be of much service, Hvery part «f 
the ship, in fact, was full. Several firste 
class passengers were packed four together 


in eight berthed second-class cabins ; and | 


it.was found necessary to -have two-break- 
fasta and dinners in the saloon every day. 
Nothisg conld be better, in these circum- 
stances, than the management of the ship 
itselé and the cuisine. Tho speed of the 
Kaisar, too, is undeniable, Sho has doue 
-an average Of over 300 miles a day~ all the 
way from Sucz, against for three daya at 
least a atrong head wind in the Indian 
Ocean ; and the same rate of speéd would, 
but for the delays in the Canal, have given 
us the English mails: last Sunday night, 
that is to say, in 16 days’ time from Lon- 
don, She is very steady, too, against a 
ahead wind, though she rolled heavily‘in 
the Bay of Biscay with the wind on the 
beam. But, as a type ,of passenger ship 
instead:of being an {mprovement. on such 
ships as the Pekin, the Htndostan, the 
Deccan, and o'hers, she is decidedly inferi- 
or to them in many respects. She may be 
defined as a big ship with nothing big 
about her. Her aslooon is low and not 
well proportioned, Her cabin acoommoda- 


tion is surprisivgly small for so large a }- 


‘ship, and numbers of the first class cabins 
tT have as ma y as four berths. There are 
two sets of cabins on the ‘spar deck on 
either side of the engine room, which, pas- 
sengers who have had to uee them, pro- 
nounes to be decidedly uncomfortable, but 
these are pleasant in comparieon with the 
deck cabina at the stern of the ship im- 
mediately over the sorew, Any one who 
wishes to realize what Sancho Panza’s feel- 
ings were when he had been tossed in a blan- 
ket at the inn should eleep for a night in one 
of these cabins. The immensely powerful 
acrew, as it revolves, gives such shocks as 
makes the whole after part of the sbip leap 
as it were into the air, and it is simply 
cruelty to animals to put any persons to 
sleep (hetes places. Indeed, the increased 
speed of the P, and O. steamers, meaning 
as it does increased vibration from the 
aorew, is another argument in favour of 
putting all the first olass cabins in front of 
the angines snd boilers, The P, and 0.
